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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-21 are pending in this communication filed 5/04/01. 

2. The IDS filed 9/27/01 and 2/03/03 have been considered and entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

I. Claims 1-6, drawn to a self-service terminal with a communication port for 
interfacing with a user's portable device, classified in class 235, subclass 
379. 

II. Claims 7-12, drawn to and ATM for a financial transaction, classified in 
class 705, subclass 43. 

III. Claims 13-16, drawn to portable device with a user interface for entering a 
transaction, a authorization request, and transmitting the authorization 
request to a remote authorization center, classified in class 455, subclass 
551. 

IV. Claims 17-19, drawn to a transaction system , classified in class 235, 
subclass 383. 

V. Claim 20, drawn to an authorization request facility , classified in class 
705, subclass 39. 

VI. Claim 21 , drawn to a public access docking terminal for a portable 
electronic device, classified in class 361 , subclass 686. 
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Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions can be used in different environments. For example in a hotel room 
where vending can be used to access the Internet, business application software, e- 
commerce, and e-business using wire and wireless transmission relying on coin-cash- 
card. See (US 6,604,087) Kolls. 

Invention II and III Inventions are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not 
overlap in scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one 
subcombination is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination III has an 
authorization request facility for preparing an authorization request and transmitting the 
transaction authorization to a self-service terminal for fulfilling the prepared transaction 
and has separate utility such as for use wherever a portable electronic device can be 
used with a self-service terminal for conducting a transaction. This does not necessarily 
need to take place at an ATM. It can take place at a self-service kiosk at a shopping 
mall or at a hotel where a credit card or debit card or cash is used to purchase a 
product. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Inventions I and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in 
scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination 
is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination IV has separate utility such as 
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a self-service terminal with a communication port, a user's portable electronic device 
including a communication port, and a user interface for entering the transaction. See 
MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Invention IV links among Inventions I and III. The restriction requirement 
Inventions I and III and IV, Claims 1-6, 13-16 and invention IV, claims 17-19 the linked 
inventions I, III, and IV are subject to the nonallowance of the linking claims, claims 1-6 
and 13-16 and Invention IV, claims 17-19. Upon allowance of the linking claims the 
restriction require as to the linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claims 
depending from or otherwise including all of the limitations of the allowable linking 
claims will be entitled to examination in the instant application. Applicants are advised 
that if any such claims depending from or including all the limitations of the allowable 
linking claims is/are presented in a continuation or divisional application, the claims of 
the continuation or divisional application may be subject to provisional statutory and/or 
nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. 
Where a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 USC 121 are no 
longer applicable. In re Ziegler, 44 F.2d 1211,1215,170 USPQ 129, 131-32 
(CCPA1 971 ). See also MPEP 804.01 . 

Inventions III and V are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in 
scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination 
is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination V has separate utility such as 
receiving an entered transaction and Invention III has separate utility such as a user 
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interface, preparing an authorization request, transmitting the authorization request to a 
remote authorization center, and transmitting the transaction authorization to a self- 
service terminal. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Invention VI and I are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in 
a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope 
and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is 
separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination VI has separate utility such as 
extending the functionality of the portable electronic terminal and providing services 
when a transaction authorization is received from the portable electronic device. 
Invention I has separate utility such as a communication port for interfacing with a user's 
portable electronic device, receiving a requested transaction without the terminal 
preparing an authorization request. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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6. Applicants' are advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
